Frost,  a  director  of  Robinson  &  Cleaver,  Ltd.,  Mr.  Joseph  Halls- 
worth,  industrial  secretary-general  of  the  National  Union  of 
Distributive  and  Allied  Workers,  Sir  George  Macdonogh,  a  past- 


president  of  the  Federation  of  British  Industries,  Mrs.  M.  Newman, 
an  alderman  of  the  London  County  Council,  Mr.  R.  A.  Palmer, 
secretary  of  the  Co-operative  Union,  Ltd.,  Mr.  E.  E.  Spicer,  mem- 
ber of  a  firm  of  chartered  accountants,  Mr.  W.  S.  Walters,  chair- 
man of  the' Fore  Street  Warehouse  Co.,  Ltd.  The  secretary  of 
the  committee  will  be  Miss  M.  D.  Shufeldt,  and  the  address  of 
their  offices  is  6  Grosvenor  Gardens,  London,  S.W.i. 

War-time  Notices 

Science  students. — The  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Service  announces  an  extension  of  the  terms  of  reference  of  the 
University  Joint  Recruiting  Boards  and  their  technical  com- 
mittees, which  interview  men  under  the  age  of  twenty-five  wite 
certain  prescribed  technical  or  scientific  qualifications  and  makh 
recommendations  on  how  such  men  can  best  be  used.  The 
extension  brings  within  the  scope  of  this  arrangement  students 
in  certain  subjects  of  a  technical  or  scientific  nature  at  an  earlier 
stage  in  their  course  than  previously,  and  also  students  in  certain 
additional  subjects. 

Freight  payment  to  enemies. — The  Board  of  Trade  have 
issued  an  order,  S.R.  &  O.,  1939,  1695,  authorising  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to  make  on  behalf  of  the  owner  of  any 
cargo  in  a  ship  lying  at  a  port  in  any  country,  not  being  enemy 
territory,  payments  of  freight  and  other  necessary  charges  to 
or  for  the  benefit  of  an  enemy  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
possession  of  that  cargo.  The  London  Chamber  of  Commerce 
is  negotiating  with  enemy  ship  owners  on  behalf  of  British  cargo 
owners  generally.  This  order  is  in  substitution  for  the  order 
S.R.  &  O.,  1939,  1390,  made  on  October  9. 

Export  licence  amendments. — The  Board  of  Trade  have 
made  an  Order  (the  Export  of  Goods  (Prohibition)  (No.  2)  Order, 
1939,  Amendment  (No.  12)  Order,  1939),  which  came  into  force 
on  November  27  with  the  following  effect :  (1)  Sulphate  of  copper 
requires  an  export  licence  only  when  exported  to  countries  in  the 
European  and  Mediterranean  areas  ;  (2)  cattle  and  sheep  dressings 
and  dips  do  not  require  licences  when  exported  to  Empire 
countries;  (3)  Ships'  chains  and  ships'  cables,  many  chromium 
compounds  and  all  paints  containing  chromium  compounds 
require  to  be  licensed  for  export  to  any  destination. 

Cables  in  code. — The  Postmaster-General  announces  that  by 
arrangement  with  the  censorship  authorities  the  prohibition  of 
the  use  of  code  in  telegrams  exchanged  with  places  abroad  will 

be  relaxed  at  a  date  to  be  

announced  shortly.  At  the 
outset,  four  codes  which  have 
been  selected  in  consultation 
with  representative  trade  in- 
terests will  be  admitted. 
They  are :   Bentleys  Second 
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Phrase ;  Bentleys  Complete  Phrase ;  ABC,  Sixth  Edition ; 
Peterson's  International,  Third  Edition.  This  advance  notifica- 
tion is  made  to  enable  users  of  the  service  to  make  their  arrange- 
ments. The  date  of  introduction  and  the  conditions  under  which 
the  service  will  be  permitted  will  be  announced  shortly. 

Leicester 

Conversazione  and  meeting. — The  Leicester  and  Leicester- 
shire Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  its  first  meeting 
of  the  session  on  November  16,  when  the  vice-president  of 
the  Society  (Mr.  F.  G.  Wells)  attended  a  conversazione,  which 
was  followed  by  a  tour  of  the  Leicester  School  of  Pharmacy.  In 
an  address  to  members  and  students,  Mr.  Wells  congratulated 
the  chairman  (Mr.  Colin  Gunn)  on  the  school,  and  said  in  two  or 
three  years'  time  the  Society  hoped  to  have  equally  well-equipped 
and  comfortable  accommodation  for  students  in  its  new  building. 
Mr.  Wells  then  spoke  on  the  work  of  the  Society  and  problems 
facing  members  today.  The  examinations  he  said,  might  have 
to  be  held  at  centres  outside  London  and  Edinburgh.  With  regard 
to  the  new  headquarters,  two  alternatives  faced  the  Council : 
whether  to  finish  at  the  second  floor  and  seal  there  for  the  dura- 
tion of  the  war,  or  to  complete  to  the  top  storey.  A  decision  had 
yet  to  be  made.  It  was  hoped  that  branches  would  continue  to 
send  subscriptions  for  the  building  fund  because  the  money  would 
be  as  urgently  needed  now  as  before.  Mr.  Wells  referred  to  phar- 
macists who  had  given  their  pharmacies  for  first  aid  posts,  a 
decision  he  would  not  like  to  see  extended  because  chemists 
were  now  in  a  reserved  occupation  and  nothing  should  be  done  to 
interfere  with  a  proper  dispensing  service.  No  arrangements 
had  been  made  by  the  Government  for  payment  for  dressings, 
etc.,  that  might  be  supplied  from  the  pharmacy  in  the  event  of 
an  air-raid.  The  position  of  the  pharmacists  in  the  R.A.M.C. 
was  still  unsatisfactory.  Mr.  F.  Purse  proposed  and  Mr.  A. 
Chamings  seconded  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Wells. 

Wolverhampton 

Dinner. — Members  of  the  Wolverhampton  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  met  at  a  dinner  in  honour  of  Mr.  S. 
Phillips,  Ph.C.  (secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Branch  since  its 
inception  in  1922,  first  vice-president  of  the  local  Chemists' 
Association  and  its  secretary  since  1921).  Mr.  G.  Pirie  presided. 
Mr.  C.  M.  Warner  (Branch  treasurer)  proposed  "The  Wolver- 
hampton Chemists'  Association,"  tracing  the  history  of  the 
Branch  and  Association  and  enumerating  members  or  associates 
who  had  gained  pharmaceutical  or  local  municipal  honours. 
Mr.  Hagyard,  in  reply,  stated  that  the  officers  of  the  Branch  had 
always  done  their  best  in  the  past,  and  would  continue  to  do  so. 
Alderman  J.  H.  Colman  then  recalled  that  there  had  been 
an  earlier  Association,  which  was  functioning  in  i860,  at  which 
date,  he  believed,  there  were  only  three  Associations  in  existence 
in  the  midlands :  Birmingham,  North  Staffs,  and  Wolverhamp- 
ton.

Miscellaneous 

Lighting  prosecutions. — At  Mistley,  recently,  Mr.  O.  Ellis, 
M.P.S.,  Manningtree,  was  fined  20s.  for  a  lighting  offence  during 
the  black-out  period. — At  Gosport,  on  November  24,  Mr.  C. 
Upson,  M.P.S.,  was  summoned  for  having  a  light  visible  from 
the  door  of  his  premises  in  Stoke  Road.  The  case  was  dismissed 
on  the  payment  of  costs. 


In  the  courts. — At  Bow  County  Court,  London,  recently, 
Yardley  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Stratford,  sued  Mr.  G.  A.  Engelson,  M.P.S., 
Waltham  Abbey,  to  recover  £12,  the  balance  due  for  goods 
supplied.  Defendant  wrote  saying  that  his  trade  had  suffered 
through  his  business  being  in  an  evacuated  area.  An  order  was 
made  for  the  amount  to  be  paid  at  ^3  a  month. — At  Gosport, 
on  November  24,  Mr.  P.  J.  Byrne,  M.P.S.,  was  sentenced  to 
six  months'  imprisonment  for  failing  to  keep  proper  books  of 
account  and  unlawfully  obtaining  credit  without  disclosing 
that  he  was  an  undischarged  bankrupt. 

Wallasey. — Members  of  the  local  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  have  decided  to  close  their  shops  every  night  of  the 
week,  except  early  closing  day,  at  7  p.m.,  and  not  to  take 
advantage  of  the  concession  to  keep  open  on  the  late  night  until 
8  p.m.  Deliveries  will  not  be  made  to  customers  in  the  hours  of 
darkness  except  in  urgent  cases.  Protests  are  being  made  against 
surcharges  being  made  on  invoices  to  cover  war  risks  insurance. 
Arrangements  are  being  made  to  give  displays  of  six  seasonal 
Chemists'  Friends  preparations  in  January. 

Emergency  trading  conditions  discussed. — A  meeting  of 
the  Thames  Valley  Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  at 
Kingston-on-Thames  on  November  22.  The  president  (Mr. 
Griffiths)  referred  to  the  difference  in  trading  today,  as  com- 
pared with  1914.  Matters  discussed  included  rotas,  and  it  was 
decided  to  carry  on  as  usual,  each  member  to  act  according  to 
the  demands  of  his  area,  as  it  was  found  that  little  dispensing 
was  required  after  black-out  time.  Several  members  spoke  on 
the  constitution  of  the  Council  of  the  Chemists'  Friends  Associa- 
tion, objection  being  raised  to  the  combined  voting  power  of 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers  being  greater  than  the  representa- 
tion given  to  chemists.  The  craft,  it  was  felt,  should  have  twelve 
seats  on  the  council,  and  it  was  decided  to  write  to  the  Association 
on  the  point.  Several  firms  which  have  added  to  their  invoices  a 
percentage  to  cover  war  risks  insurance,  in  addition  to  increasing 
prices,  are  to  be  communicated  with. 

Irish  Notes 

Sale  of  Poisons  (Ireland)  Act,  1870 

The  following  notice  has  been  issued  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland:  "On  the  recommendation  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  in  Ireland,  the  Government  has  made  an 
order  that  the  following  substances  be  added  to  the  poisons 
Schedule — 

Part  I 

Barbituric  Acid  ;  its  salts ;  derivatives  of  Barbituric  Acid  ; 
their  salts  ;  compounds  of  Barbituric  Acid  ;  its  salts ;  its  deri- 
vatives ;  their  salts  ;  with  any  other  substance. 

Part  II 

Thallium,  salts  of. 

Synthetic  Ephedrine  Alkaloids  and  their  salts. 
Benzedrine  and  its  salts. 

It  should  be  noted  that  all  barbituric  drugs  such  as  veronal, 
luminal,  and  so  forth,  are  now  Part  I  poisons. 

Scottish  Notes 

Mr.  John  G.  Hopekirk  has  commenced  business  as  a  chemist 
and  druggist  at  16  Bridge  Street,  Hawick. 

Magistrates  to  decide. — Stirling  Town  Council  have  dele- 
gated the  Magistrates'  Committee  to  consider  and  report  upon 
objections  which  have  been  received  to  a  proposed  Order  fixing 
the  weekly  half -holiday  for  chemists'  shops.  When  the  subject 
came  under  review  the  town  clerk  stated  that  he  had  received 
a  letter  of  protest  signed  by  fourteen  local  doctors,  and  protests 
signed  by  140  residents,  and  others.  It  was  then  suggested  that, 
in  view  of  the  protests  received,  the  whole  question  should  be 
remitted  to  the  Magistrates'  Committee.  Asked  as  to  the  law 
on  the  subject,  the  town  clerk  explained  that  the  local  authority 
might  make  an  order  fixing  the  weekly  half-holiday,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  Statute  the  intention  to  make  the  present 
Order  had  been  advertised  and  opportunity  given  to  those  who 
wished  to  lodge  objections  to  do  so.  A  member  of  the  Council 
stated  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Burgh  Insurance  Committee 
and  during  the  whole  of  his  experience  had  never  heard  a  com- 
plaint about  a  chemist  refusing  to  dispense  medicines  on 
Wednesday  afternoons.

£460.  The  total  claims  of  the  latter  were  £"690,  and  they  held 
securities  valued  at  £230.  In  addition  there  were  fully  secured 
creditors  for  £"1,568  11s.  2d.  The  assets  comprised:  Book  debts, 
good,  £187  is.  6d. ;  doubtful  and  bad  debts,  £"40  10s.,  valued  at 
£10;    stock-in-trade,  £405;    fixtures  and  fittings,  £51  (total 


£653  is.  6d.).  From  that  amount  had  to  be  deducted  £74  5s.  7d. 
for  preferential  claims,  leaving  net  assets  of  £578  15s.  nd.,  or  a 
deficiency  of  £1,462  18s.  4d.  It  was  reported  that  the  debtor 
commenced  trading  on  his  own  account  at  501  Rochdale  Road  in 
January,  1930,  with  a  borrowed  capital  of  £300,  which  he  later 
repaid  by  instalments.  The  branch  at  12  Park  Hill  was  opened 
in  1934.  During  the  twelve  months'  trading  to  December  31, 
1937,  sales  were  £5,361,  with  net  profit  £434,  and  drawings  £363, 
while  in  the  following  year  there  was  a  net  profit  of  £350  on  a 
turnover  of  £4,053,  the  drawings  aggregating  £379.

A  committee  of  inspection  was  also 
appointed,  consisting  of  Mr.  Parkin  S.  Booth  and  the  representa- 
tives of  D.  Mawdsley  &  Co.,  James  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and 
Hough,  Hoseason  &  Co.,  Ltd. 

Voluntary  Liquidation 

G.  V.  Berry,  Ltd.,  chemists'  sundnesmen,  Churchgate, 
Bolton.  The  statutory  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  at  Man- 
chester, on  November  14,  when  the  statement  of  affairs  disclosed 
liabilities  of  £640  13s.  7d.,  all  due  to  the  trade,  and  a  fully  secured 
creditor  for  £56  9s.  3d.  The  net  assets  were  £83  11s.  iod.,  or  a 
deficiency  of  £557  is.  9d.  The  company  was  incorporated  in 
April,  1938,  and  during  the  period  to  March  31,  1939,  a  loss  of 
£562  was  incurred  ;  since  that  date  there  had  been  a  further  loss 
of  £388.  The  company  had  a  nominal  capital  of  £1,000,  of  which 
£700  was  fully  paid  up.  The  creditors  decided  that  the  volun- 
tary liquidation  should  be  confirmed,  with  Mr.  E.  C.  Smith,  C.A., 
Manchester,  as  liquidator,  and  a  committee  of  inspection. 


Topical  Reflections

War-time  Problems 


Useful  discussions  in  West  Kent  and  North-East  London 
are  reported  on  pp.  479  and  480  of  your  last  week's  issue.  Trouble 
with  the  police  regarding  methods  of  indicating  that  shops  are 
open  should  not  occur  if  proprietors  adopt  the  suggestions  made 
in  two  recent  C.  &•  D.  articles.  As  all  public  authorities  may  not 
be  equally  reasonable  in  this  matter,  it  is  wise  to  adopt  a  definite 
scheme  used  collectively  rather  than  to  follow  a  plan  of  one's  own 
devising.  Rota  duty  should,  in  my  view,  be  continued  whether 
customers  avail  themselves  of  it  or  not :  we  give  this  service  in 
ordinary  times,  and  occasions  may  arise  when  it  may  be  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  be  able  to  say  that  a  local  pharmacy  is 
or  was  open.  The  statement  that  "the  necessity  for  organised 
effort"  is  "greater  than  ever  before"  needs  elucidation;  and  I 
suppose  that  at  the  meeting  at  which  it  was  made  questions  about 
it  were  asked.  I  hope  it  is  not  intended  to  mean  that  we  should 
blandly  pursue  our  peace-time  routine  of  holding  conferences  at 
regular  intervals:  all  delegate  conferences  should,  I  suggest,  be 
conditioned  by  the  needs  of  the  day.  But  if  it  means  that  the 
executive  bodies  in  pharmacy  should  be  thinking  of  and  preparing 
for  what  may  happen  after  the  war,  I  entirely  agree.  During  the 
present  state  of  emergency  pharmacists,  like  some  other  sections 
of  the  community,  have  to  stand  aside  so  far  as  their  own  claims 
to  "  a  place  in  the  sun ' '  are  concerned  :  there  is  some  danger  that, 
when  the  conflict  ends,  "little  chemists,"  as  they  have  been  con- 
temptuously called  in  certain  quarters,  will  be  thrust  aside  in 
the  interests  of  larger  and  more  megaphonic  classes.  The  Scottish 
General  Council  of  Panel  Chemists  seems  (p.  489)  to  be  well  aware 
of  this  possibility. 

Emergency  Standards  in  Australia 

The  news  that  in  two  Australian  States  certain  changes  in 
the  use  of  fixed  oils  in  pharmaceutical  preparations  are  officially 
sanctioned  (p.  482)  brings  us  close  to  this  problem  in  its  relation 
to  our  own  country.  In  the  event  of  a  war  emergency  formulary 


becoming  necessary  in  the  United  Kingdom,  a  point  of  some 
importance  will  be  the  timing  of  its  introduction.  Should  it 
precede  or  follow  the  rationing  of  such  substances  as  glycerin, 
lard  and  olive  oil?  I  remember  being  told  by  a  prominent  official, 
during  the  war  of  1914-18,  that  drug  and  chemical  workers 
expressed  annoyance  when  using  for  the  manufacture  of  galeni- 
cals ingredients  which  their  wives  were  able  to  obtain  in  only 
very  limited  quantities  for  domestic  purposes.  In  this  aspect  it 
would  seem  to  be  desirable  to  obviate  a  possible  cause  of  grum- 
bling by  making  any  needed  arrangements  for  formulary  changes 
at  the  earliest  convenient  date.  A  further  consideration  is  the 
policy  of  our  French  allies  under  the  pooling  arrangement  lately 
announced.  Should  the  General  Medical  Council,  with  whom  the 
initiative  lies  in  this  country,  work  in  association  with  the 
corresponding  authority  across  the  Channel  ? 

Japanese  Herb  Lore 

The  exhibition  of  ancient  Japanese  herbals  and  pharma- 
ceutical apparatus  (p.  482)  is  of  great  interest,  even  though  for 
most  of  us  there  is  little  chance  of  visiting  it  at  present.  I  wonder 
if  the  quaint  Japanese  legend  of  the  origin  of  the  tea  plant  is  on 
view.  As  far  as  my  inquiries  have  gone,  it  is  virtually  unknown 
here.  I  give  it  as  related  by  Thomas  Short  in  "A  dissertation 
upon  Tea"  (1730).  Darma  was  a  Japanese  sage  who,  circa  a.d. 
520,  sought  perfect  holiness  by  denying  himself  all  rest.  "After 
he  had  watched  many  Years,  one  Day  being  weary  and  over- 
fasted,  he  unluckily  dropt  asleep  ;  awaking  the  next  Morning, 
full  of  Sorrow  for  breaking  his  solemn  Vow,  he  cut  off  both  his 
Eye-brows  .  .  .  and  with  Indignation  threw  them  to  the  Ground  : 
Returning  the  next  Day  to  the  same  Place,  behold,  out  of  his 
Eye-brows  were  grown  two  beautiful  Tea  Shrubs.  Darma  eating 
some  of  the  Leaves,  was  presently  fill'd  with  new  Joy,  and 
Strength  to  pursue  his  divine  Meditation  :  He  presently  com- 
municated to  his  Disciples  the  great  benefit  he  found  from  Tea; 
which  they  publish'd  to  Mankind."

H.  McQuitty,  R.  McMullan,  D.  Gibson  and  W.  H.  Macartney. 

Reports 

The  report  of  the  executive  committee  stated  that  the  affairs 
of  the  Association  showed  a  marked  advance.  Membership  now 
stood  at  400,  an  increase  of  thirty  during  the  year.  Ten  ordinary 
meetings  of  the  committee  had  been  held,  and  one  special 
meeting  was  held  in  May  to  discuss  the  final  draft  of  the  Chemists' 
Friends  agreement.  In  addition,  twelve  meetings  of  a  subcom- 
mittee had  been  held  since  the  outbreak  of  war  to  arrange  prices. 
The  report,  which  had  been  circulated  to  members,  was  taken 
as  read  and  was  adopted  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  A.,  E.  A.  Davis, 
seconded  by  Mr.  P.  W.  R.  Shinner.  Mr.  W.  J.  Rankin  (treasurer) 
who  submitted  the  balance  sheet,  was  complimented  by  Messrs. 
J.  Macaulay  and  Davis  (auditors),  on  its  meticulous  accuracy. 
This  also  was  adopted. 

Presidential  Address 

In  his  presidential  address  Mr.  Richey  said:  Few  of  us  who 
were  present  at  our  last  annual  meeting  thought  that  this  year's 
meeting  would  take  place  under  the  shadow  of  another  war,  but 
now  that  that  war  is  here  we  must  face  it  as  best  we  can.  We 
provide  a  service  that  is  essential  to  the  civil  population,  but  in 
addition  we  ought  to  take  up  any  local  civil  defence  work  com- 
patible with  our  work  as  chemists.  In  time  of  emergency  the 
public  turn  to  us  for  information  and  help,  and  it  is  therefore 
advisable  to  know  something  about  the  technical  side  of  gas 
warfare.  For  this  purpose  many  members  have  attended  a  course 
of  instruction  in  gas  detection  and  first  aid,  and  are  ready  to 
give  their  most  effective  service  should  an  emergency  arise.  In 
industrial  matters  the  nation  is  in  a  much  better  position  than 
in  1914.  Then  we  were  dependent  on  Germany  for  almost  all  our 
chemicals,  etc.  Today,  as  a  result  of  the  Safeguarding  of  Indus- 
tries Act,  192 1,  these  are  produced  in  Great  Britain  in  such 
varieties  and  quantities  that  most  of  national  wants  can  be 
supplied.  A  temporary  warehouse  shortage  has  been  caused  in 
some  instances  by  the  exceptional  demand  for  reserve  stocks, 
but  in  general  there  is  no  shortage — production  is  substantial 
and  increasing.  The  same  applies  to  dressings,  manufacturers  of 
which  have  been  supplying  the  Government,  but  will  shortly  be 
able  to  deal  with  trade  requirements  in  full.  The  position  with 
regard  to  crude  drugs,  essential  oils  and  galenicals  is  not  quite 
so  good.  A  range  of  medicinal  herbs  of  more  value  to  the  herbalist 
than  the  chemist  is  produced  here  in  abundance,  but  few  veget- 
able drugs  of  major  importance  are  cultivated  on  a  large  scale, 
belladonna,  hyoscyamus  and  digitalis  being  among  the  small 
number  which  are  grown  successfully,  while  lavender  and  pepper- 
mint oils,  distilled  from  plants  grown  in  England,  are  renowned 
for  their  excellence,  if  not  for  their  volume.  Attempts  are  being 
made  to  cultivate  a  larger  range  of  the  important  medicinal 
plants  and  to  increase  the  production  of  such  plants  of  major 
importance  as  are  already  grown  successfully  in  British  soil. 
There  is  no  acute  shortage,  however,  and  there  should  be  no 
serious  difficulty  in  obtaining  reasonable  supplies. 

I  have  the  deepest  regret  in  reporting  the  loss  by  death  of  the 
following  members:  Messrs.  A.  Andrews,  Banbridge ;  S.  S. 
Badger,  Magherafelt ;  Robert  Andrew,  Richard  Linehan  (a  past 
president),  Thomas  Mitchell,  Lewis  Murray  and  Isaac  Rosenfield, 
all  of  Belfast.  We  also  regret  the  loss  of  Mr.  Blair  (secretary),  who 
passed  away  a  fortnight  ago  after  seven  years'  faithful  service. 
He  was  not  only  a  trusted  officer  but  a  friend  of  all. 

You  will  recall  that  at  the  outbreak  of  war  a  small  emergency 
committee  was  set  up  to  deal  with  price  changes  and  any  other 
matters  which  would  require  attention.  This  committee  has  met 
weekly  and  has  done  much  useful  work,  as  evidenced  by  the 
weekly  communications  each  of  you  has  received.  In  dealing 
with  price  advances  an  endeavour  has  been  made  to  strike  a 
retail  price  which  will  allow  a  fair  and  reasonable  profit.  This 


has  not  always  been  easy,  as  prices  are  still  fluctuating,  and  the 
cost  of  some  products  varies  according  to  the  source  of  supplv. 
It  has  been  arranged  that  the  National  Health  Insurance  Drug 
Tariff  will  for  the  period  of  the  war  be  revised  each  month, 
instead  of  quarterly.  Should  sugar  be  rationed,  supplies  will  be 
available  for  all  those  who  have  registered  through  the  Associa- 
tion. Full  information  was  collected  and  forwarded  to  the  Na- 
tional Pharmaceutical  Union,  who  made  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments with  the  sugar  controller  in  London.  It  is  evident  that 
the  work  of  the  emergency  committee  is  appreciated,  as  a  number 
of  new  members  have  joined  the  Association  recently. 

Chemists'  Friends  Movement 
The  Chemists'  Friends  movement  has  been  in  existence  for 
four  years,  and  now  officially  includes  Northern  Ireland  on  an 
equal  footing  with  England  and  Wales.  Until  recently,  when  a 
manufacturer  became  a  Chemists'  Friend  it  was  necessary  for  the 
Association  to  write  asking  him  to  allow  his  C.F.  agreement 
to  be  extended  to  include  Northern  Ireland.  This  caused  endless 
trouble ;  in  some  instances  six  or  eight  letters  had  to  be  sent 
before  consent  was  received.  Lengthened  negotiations  took  place 
with  the  C.F.  Association  to  remedy  this,  but  no  satisfactory 
result  was  reached  until  the  late  Mr.  Blair,  Mr.  Dundee  and  I 
went  to  London  on  behalf  of  the  Association,  when  we  were  able 
to  explain  the  position  fully.  It  was  then  arranged  that  Northern 
Ireland  would  be  officially  included  with  England  and  Wales 
in  all  future  agreements.  In  view  of  the  cost- -of  running 
such  a  scheme  your  executive  committee  has  agreed  to  pav  an 
annual  sum  of  £50  to  the  Chemists'  Friends  Association.  Addi- 
tional expense  incurred  since  the  outbreak  of  the  war  will  necessi- 
tate an  increase  in  the  annual  subscription. 

Dispensing  Code 

The  dispensing  of  prescriptions  is  the  one  thing  connected 
with  pharmacy  in  Northern  Ireland  which  is  completely  under 
the  control  of  pharmacists.  1  cannot  understand  why  certain 
members  do  not  realise  this  and  agree  to  put  the  matter  on  a 
more  remunerative  footing.  I  am  pleased  to  say,  however,  that 
the  prescription  coding  scheme  is  working  more  smoothly,  and 
hope  it  will  not  be  long  until  every  member  adopts  it.  Three 
important  points  to  remember  are:  (1),  The  prices  in  the  dis- 
pensing schedule  are  flexible,  and  issued  as  a  guide  only;  (2), 
the  chemist  who  first  dispenses  a  prescription  is  free  to  charge 
any  appropriate  price,  but  is  asked  to  code  accordingly;  (3), 
each  succeeding  dispenser  should  loyally  abide  by  the  code. 
Attention  to  these  points  will  ensure  the  success  of  the  scheme. 

We  had  the  pleasure  of  collaborating  with  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  in  arranging  a  whist  drive,  dinner  and  dance  in  March. 
It  was  a  great  success,  and  we  hope  that  it  will  become  an  annual 
event.  The  power  of  the  Association  to  benefit  its  members 
depends  on  the  amount  of  active  support  each  individual  member 
gives  to  it.  Your  executive  committee  cannot  work  miracles, 
but,  given  the  solid  co-operation  of  every  member,  our  powers 
of  achievement  would  be  very  much  increased.  I  wish  to  thank 
members  for  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year,  also  Mr.  John 
McDowell  (vice-president),  and  members  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee for  loyal  support — especially  Mr.  Gibson,  who  has  so  ably 
carried  out  the  duties  of  secretary  during  the  past  three  months. 

Officers 

The  following  seven  retiring  members  of  committee  were 
re-elected:  Messrs.  W.  J.  Hardy,  A.  E.  Johnston,  J.  McDowell, 
R.  A.  McEwen,  W.  J.  Rankin,  E.  A.  Richey  and  W.  C.  Tate, 
together  with  the  newly  nominated  member,  Mr.  A.  T.  Hardy, 
for  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  R.  Linehan.  in 
declaring  the  re-elections,  the  president  expressed  regret  that 
there  were  no  further  nominations  and  consequently  no  election. 
Mr.  Rankin  (treasurer),  explained  that  it  was  necessary  to  raise 
the  annual  subscription,  owing  to  capital  expenditure  on  adver- 
tising, cost  of  sending  out  price  changes,  and  annual  fee  of  £50 
to  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme.  On  the  motion  of  the  president, 
seconded  by  Mr.  J.  McGregor,  it  was  unanimously  decided  to 
increase  the  subscription  from  fifteen  shillings  to  one  guinea. 

The  president  raised  the  question  of  closing  hour  in  view  of 
lighting  regulations,  and  suggested  that  the  present  minimum 
8  p.m.  closing  hour  should  be  rigidly  adhered  to.  After  various 
suggestions  from  the  meeting  it  was  left  to  members  to  act 
according  to  prevailing  conditions. 
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Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation 


A  meeting  of  the  executive  council  of  the  Scottish  Pharmaceu- 
tical Federation  was  held  in  Edinburgh  on  November  i,  Mr. 
John  Weir,  Clydebank  (president),  occupying  the  chair.  Other 
members  present  were  Messrs.  C.  A.  Buick,  Port  Glasgow; 
W.  T.  Elder,  Aberdeen;  Adam  A.  Meldrum,  Aberdeen;  Alex. 
Murray,  Glasgow;  John  H.  Tainsh,  Edinburgh;  Hugh  W. 
Thomas,  Glasgow  ;  David  Hogg,  Glasgow  ;  and  Alexander  Drum- 
mond,  Falkirk.  Eight  applications  for  membership  were  passed, 
and  the  Federation's  accounts  for  the  year  ended  April  30  were 
unanimously  approved  and  adopted.  The  following  were  among 
matters  considered : — 

Extension  of  Chemists'  Friends  Scheme 
to  Scotland 

It  was  decided  to  proceed  with  the  extension  to  Scotland 
— previously  postponed  at  the  outbreak  of  hostilities — of  the 
Chemists'  Friends  scheme.  The  council  approved  the  draft  of  a 
circular  to  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  already  associated 
with  the  scheme,  asking  them  to  complete,  sign  and  return  to 
the  Federation  a  "Memorandum  with  regard  to  Scotland." 

Medicine  Stamp  Duties 
Reference  was  made  to  the  minute  of  a  meeting  of  the  par- 
liamentary and  law  committee,  held  on  August  2,  and  to  the 
Federation's  memorandum  on  the  subject  as  prepared  at  that 
meeting,  a  copy  of  which  had  been  sent  to  each  member  of  the 
executive  council.  It  was  reported  that  copies  had  also  been  sent 
to  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  and  to  the  North  British 
Executive ;  it  had  been  arranged  to  hold  a  joint  meeting  of 
the  Federation's  parliamentary  and  law  committee  with  the 
North  British  Executive's  parliamentary  committee  on  Sep- 
tember 8.  This  meetipg  had  been  abandoned,  as  the  Joint 
Conference  of  Representatives  of  Pharmaceutical  Organisations, 
arranged  to  be  held  in  London  on  September  13,  had  itself  been 
cancelled  owing  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities.  Reference  was 
made  to  a  report  that  the  Minister  of  Health  had  announced 
in  the  House  of  Commons  on  October  5  the  intention  of  appointing 
a  committee  to  examine  both  the  control  and  the  taxation 
aspects  of  the  question  of  proprietary  medicines,  but  the  post- 
ponement of  the  appointments  in  view  of  the  outbreak 
of  war. 

Miscellaneous 
The  Ministry  of  Labour  inquiry  into  the  wages,  hours  and 
conditions  in  the  retail  distributive  trades  in  Scotland  was  men- 
tioned, but  it  was  thought  this  was  likely  to  be  left  in  abeyance. 
The  minutes  of  meetings  of  the  Scottish  Distributive  Traders' 
Co-operative  Committee  held  on  June  27  and  September  18  were 
submitted.  The  president  reported  on  a  meeting  of  the  Scottish 
Pharmaceutical  War  Emergency  Committee  held  on  September 
13,  when  arrangements  had  been  made  to  form  local  pharmaceu- 
tical war  committees  in  the  Aberdeen,  Dundee,  Edinburgh, 
Glasgow  and  Inverness  areas.  It  was  announced  that  Part  I 
of  the  report  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Committee  of 
Inquiry  had  probably  been  dropped  for  the  time  being.  Corre- 
spondence with  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  and 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  on  the  subject  of  the  retail 
prices  of  P.A.T.A.  goods  was  read,  making  it  clear  that  the  trade 
had  been  recommended  to  make  no  surcharge  for  war  risks 
insurance.  Action  taken  by  the  Federation  to  notify  chemists 
in  Scotland  of  the  need  for  applying  for  a  licence  to  trade  in 
certain  foods  was  put  on  record,  and  it  was  also  announced  that 
retail  chemists  in  Scotland  who  wished  to  do  so  would  be  able 
to  obtain  sugar  requirements  for  pharmaceutical  purposes  from 
local  sugar  retailers,  by  arrangement  with  the  Ministry  of  Food. 
A  circular  on  this  subject  would,  it  was  stated,  be  sent  in  due 
course  to  all  chemists  in  Scotland  by  the  secretary  of  the  Federa- 
tion. It  was  decided  that  the  Federation  should  defend  its 
members  against  possible  charges  brought  under  the  Prices  of 
Goods  Act. 

Indemnity  Claims 
It  was  reported  that  a  claim  for  £8  1 8s.  2d.,  brought  by  a  firm 
of  wholesalers,  whose  plate-glass  window  had  been  broken  by  a 
messenger,  had  been  repudiated  as  being  due  to  an  act  outside 
the  messenger's  employment.  A  claim  against  another  member, 
alleging  presence  of  a  piece  of  sharp  metal  in  a  cake  of  soap 
purchased  from  him,  was  understood  to  have  been  dropped,  and 


two  claims  were  still  unsettled  (alleged  injury  due  to  contami- 
nated chicken  jelly,  and  injury  alleged  to  be  due  to  opening  a 
door  while  blacking  out  roof  lights). 

Members'  Complaints 
A  reply  was  reported  from  a  firm  of  tooth-paste  manufacturers 
to  a  letter  sent  by  the  Federation  inquiring  if  the  source  of  supply 
of  a  store  in  Clydebank,  against  which  price  cutting  was  alleged, 
had  been  traced  ;  the  reply  stated  that  the  manufacturers  had 
been  unable  to  do  this,  as  the  supplies  were  probably  in  small 
quantities  from  different  sources.  Other  claims  were  dealt  with 
as  follows  :  Illuminated  sign  considered  unsatisfactory  :  Federa- 
tion's solicitors  reported  that  so  far  no  proceedings  had  been 
taken  against  the  member  for  recovery  of  unpaid  balance  of 
account ;  complaint  about  contract  for  cinema  clock  advertise- 
ment :  allowance  of  25  per  cent,  secured  by  Federation  ;  recom- 
mendation by  Factory  Act  inspector  that  shopkeeper  should 
purchase  first-aid  dressings  from  a  fixed  price  store :  letter 
sent  to  Superintendent  Inspector  of  Factories,  who  stated 
in  reply  that  the  inspector  referred  to  had  no  recollection 
of  the  incident,  but  that  there  would  be  no  further  cause  for 
complaint ;  camera  alleged  to  have  been  left  for  repair  but  not 
returned  to  the  customer :  method  of  settlement  suggested  by 
Federation,  but  no  reply  received  from  claimant,  and  matter 
thought  to  be  now  dropped  ;  return  of  goods  (bought  on  a  sole- 
agency  basis)  owing  to  change  of  manufacturer's  policy:  letter 
sent  by  Federation's  solicitors  informing  Company  that  any 
action  for  recovery  of  the  cost  of  goods  would  be  defended  ; 
outside  illuminated  sign  considered  unsatisfactory :  cost  of  sign 
withheld  by  member  pending  visit  of  signmaker's  representative  ; 
member's  premises  and  electric  sign  obscured  by  sunblind : 
advice  to  member  of  legal  position ;  complaint  against  debt- 
collection  agency  in  respect  of  coupon-book;  settled  by 
Federation  on  basis  of  member's  paying  one-half  the  sum  claimed 
and  returning  one-half  of  the  coupons :  insertion  of  wrong 
telephone  number  in  advertisement :  error  shown  by  agents  to  be 
due  to  member's  own  mark  on  proof,  but  allowance  of  25  per 
cent,  secured ;  tooth-paste  sold  below  standard  price ;  letter 
received  from  manufacturers  stating  their  intention  to  maintain 
retail  selling  price. 

Parliamentary  News 

First-aid  Posts 
The  Minister  of  Health  was  asked  on  November  21  whether,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  an  antiseptic  called  azochloramid  is  recom- 
mended in  the  memorandum  for  the  guidance  of  medical  officers 
and  other  personnel  at  first-aid  posts,  he  will  see  that  supplies 
of  this  antiseptic  are  made  available  at  these  posts.  Mr.  Elliot, 
in  the  course  of  his  reply,  said  that  supplies  of  this  antiseptic 
are  already  available  at  first-aid  posts. 

Illuminated  Signs 

Mr.  David  Adams  asked  the  Home  Secretary  on  November  21 
whether  he  is  prepared  to  permit  chemists,  doctors,  dispensaries, 
and  other  persons  or  institutions  connected  with  the  health 
services  to  display  a  distinctive  blue-lighted  sign  at  night,  both 
to  enable  people  returning  from  work  to  get  medical  attention 
or  to  have  prescriptions  dispensed,  and  to  ensure  the  provision 
of  first-aid  facilities  for  casualties  in  the  event  of  air-raids  ? 

Mr.  Mabane,  replying,  said  the  Home  Secretary  is  arranging 
to  permit  the  use  of  an  illuminated  sign  in  shops,  including 
chemists'.  Hospitals  and  first-aid  posts  are  already  authorised 
to  use  night  signs. 

Mr.  Adams :  May  I  inquire  when  this  singular  innovation  will 
be  introduced  all  round  ? 

Mr.  Mabane:  My  right  hon.  Friend  has  had  discussions  with 
members  of  the  retail  trades  organisations,  and  he  hopes  the 
arrangements  will  be  complete  in  a  few  days. 

A  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  Women  Pharmacists 
will  be  held  at  Slater's  Restaurant,  192  Oxford  Street,  London, 
W.I,  on  December  5,  at  7.30  p.m.  There  will  be  a  supper  party 
and  an  address  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Wallis  (treasurer,  Pharmaceutical 
Society). 
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The  index  figure  for  drugs  and  chemicals  during  November  shows 
a  further  advance  to  174-0,  against  173-6  in  October.  A  number 
of  changes  in  prices  are  set  out  below,  but  the  variations  are 
mostly  in  items  of  which  the  turnover  is  comparatively  small ; 
hence  the  rise  in  index  figure  is  not  so  marked  as  in  previous 
months.  For  surgical  dressings  the  figure  remains  at  172-4. 
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0 
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New  Biological  Standards 

It  was  stated  in  the  C.  &  D.,  May  13,  1939,  p.  529,  that  the  Third 
International  Conference  on  the  Standardisation  of  Hormones, 
held  at  Geneva  in  1938,  had  decided  that  international  standards 
should  be  established  for  certain  hormones  of  the  anterior  lobe 
of  the  pituitary  gland  and  analogous  substances  found  in  urine 
and  serum,  and  that  international  units  should  be  defined  in 
terms  of  a  weight  of  each  such  standard.  It  is  now  announced 
that  the  preparation  of  two  new  international  standards  has  been 
completed,  viz.,  for  the  gonadotrophic  substance  of  pregnant 
mares'  serum  and  for  the  lactogenic  (crop-gland  stimulating) 
substance  of  the  anterior  lobe  of  the  pituitary  gland.  The  former 
standard  has  been  prepared  from  substantial  amounts  of  material 
generously  provided  by  five  manufacturng  firms  in  four  different 
countries,  and  the  latter  from  material  supplied  by  seven  manu- 
facturing firms  and  two  research  institutes  in  five  countries.  In 
the  case  of  each  standard  the  individual  samples  were  examined 
by  members  of  the  Conference  and  a  suitable  mixture  was  then 
made  to  serve  as  the  respective  international  standard,  and 
finally  dispensed  in  the  form  of  tablets  which  have  been  packed  in 
sealed  tubes.  In  the  case  of  each  standard,  each  tablet  contains 
approximately  100  international  units.  The  international 
standard  for  the  gonadotrophic  substance  of  pregnant  mares' 
serum  is  dispensed  in  the  form  of  25-mgm.  tablets,  each  sealed 
tube  containing  ten  of  the  tablets,  and  the  international  unit  has 
been  defined  as  the  specific  gonadotrophic  activity  contained  in 
0-25  mgm.  of  the  standard  preparation.  The  international 
standard  for  prolactin  is  dispensed  in  the  form  of  10-mgm.  tablets, 
each  sealed  tube  containing  ten  of  the  tablets,  and  the  inter- 
national unit  has  been  defined  as  the  specific  activity  contained 
in  o-i  mgm.  of  the  standard  preparation.  As  in  the  case  of  the 
international  standards  for  other  hormones,  drugs  and  vitamins, 
the  above  international  standards  are  held,  on  behalf  of  the 
Health  Organisation  of  the  League  of  Nations,  at  the  National 
Institute  for  Medical  Research,  Hampstead,  and  are  distributed 
therefrom  to  national  control  centres  established  in  other 
countries  for  local  distribution  to  laboratories,  institutes  and 
research  workers ;  and  to  workers  in  other  countries  in  which 
the  establishment  of  national  control  centres  has  not  yet  been 
completed.  Applications  for  the  supply  of  these  new  standard 
materials  in  the  United  Kingdom  should  be  made  to  the 
Department  of  Biological  Standards,  National  Institute  for 
Medical  Research,  Hampstead,  London, 
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British  Association  of  Chemists 


The  twenty-second  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Association  of 
Chemists  was  held  at  the  Cafe  Royal,  London,  W.i,  on  November 
25.  Dr.  J.  Vargas  Eyre,  M.A.,  F.I.C.  (president)  was  in  the  chair, 
supported  by  Messrs.  A.  j.  C.  Crosbie  (chairman  of  the  council), 
W.  H.  Woodcock  (treasurer),  J.  Bristowe  P.  Harrison  (chairman, 
unemployment  committee)  and  other  executive  officers,  with 
Mr.  C.  B.  Woodley  (secretary).  All  retiring  officers  were  re- 
elected, with  the  exception  of  the  president,  to  whose  office 
Professor  F.  G.  Donnan,  C.B.E.,  M.A.,  F.R.S.,  F.I.C,  was 
unanimously  elected.  In  proposing  Professor  Donnan's  election, 
Dr.  Vargas  Eyre  said  the  Association  had  cause  for  gratification 
in  receiving  the  active  support  of  such  a  distinguished  scientist. 
Replying,  Professor  Donnan  said  he  had  for  some  years  taken  an 
interest  in  the  activities  of  the  Association  and  hoped,  despite 
the  difficult  times,  to  carry  on  the  tradition  established  by 
Dr.  Eyre  of  being  present  at  meetings  in  London  and  in  the 
provinces  (cheers). 

Reports 

Mr.  A.  J.  C.  Crosbie,  as  chairman,  presented  the  annual 
report  of  the  council,  of  which  the  following  are  extracts.  An 
emergency  committee  was  formed,  consisting  of  one  member  from 
each  section  and  one  member  of  the  executive,  with  the  general 
secretary,  to  take  over  the  functions  of  the  council  for  the  period 
of  the  international  crisis.  The  total  membership  is  now  2,030, 
169  new  members  having  been  elected  during  the  year.  Members 
who  have  obtained  appointments  outside  the  profession,  and 
others  who  have  become  established  civil  servants,  account  for 
thirty-one  resignations.  Eight  members  were  lost  by  death, 
amongst  them  such  well  known  personalities  as  Sir  Robert  Mond, 
Messrs.  W.  E.  Kay  and  A.  W.  Knapp,  M.Sc,  B.Sc,  F.I.C, 
M.I.Chem.E.  It  is  fitting  that  the  first  year  after  the  twenty-first 
anniversary  should  coincide  with  the  substantial  net  increase  of 


116  members.  The  balance  sheet  and  accounts  record  continued 
activity  in  all  departments.  New  rules  in  connexion  with  the 
unemployment  benefit  fund,  passed  at  the  twenty-first  annual 
meeting,  were  subsequently  confirmed  by  members.  Benefits 
would  now  be  increased  in  various  ways.  The  council  thank 
members  of  the  unemployment  special-purposes  committee  for 
their  work  in  administering  this  fund.  The  work  of  the  appoint- 
ments service  during  the  past  year  provided  members  with 
greater  opportunities  than  ever  before,  since  the  weekly  circular 
published  over  two  thousand  vacancies.  A  substantial  number 
of  agreements  were  submitted  for  opinion  during  the  year ; 
several  difficult  cases  were  successfully  concluded  in  the  member's 
interest  by  negotiation,  without  recourse  to  the  Courts. 

Financial  Position 

The  report  was  received  by  the  members  with  considerable 
satisfaction  and  was  duly  adopted.  The  audited  accounts  were 
presented  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Woodcock,  who  stated  that  the  general 
financial  position  had  never  been  better.  The  unemployment 
benefit  fund  had  a  balance  in  hand  of  ^19,426.  Dr.  Eyre  informed 
members  that  the  council  had  decided  that  where  members  had 
joined  H.M.  Forces  their  membership  would  not  lapse,  provided 
they  paid  the  normal  subscription  upon  their  return  to  civil 
life.  They  would  from  that  time  be  eligible  for  the  full  benefits 
of  the  unemployment  fund  and  other  activities  of  the  Association. 
The  proposal  was  unanimously  confirmed  by  the  meeting.  Mr. 
Crosbie  then  spoke.  He  felt  he  was  expressing  the  wish  of  every 
member  in  recording  appreciation  of  the  vast  amount  of  work 
done  by  the  retiring  president,  Dr.  Eyre.  His  able  guidance  over 
past  years  had  been  a  big  factor  in  the  success  of  the  Association. 
Tributes  were  also  made  by  members  of  the  council  to  the 
services  of  the  secretary. 


Anti-haemorrhagic  Vitamin  K 


During  the  past  few  months  considerable  attention  has  been 
directed  to  one  or  more  substances  that  have  been  shown  to 
possess  antihaemorrhagic  properties,  and  no  doubt  in  the  near 
future  pharmacists  will  be  receiving  either  prescriptions  or 
inquiries  for  one  to  which  the  appellation  Vitamin  K  has  been 
given.  The  use  of  the  letter  K  arises  from  the  specific-indication 
name  (in  German)  Koagulationsvitamin,  and  the  following 
account  of  the  history,  chemistry  and  therapeutic  properties  of 
this  new  vitamin  will  doubtless  be  of  assistance  to  pharmacists  . 
confronted  with  the  question  "What  is  this  Vitamin  K?" 
Over  ten  years  ago  Dam,  a  worker  in  Copenhagen,  indicated 
that  hemorrhagic  tendencies  manifested  themselves  in  young 
chickens  fed  on  specified  diets,  and  some  years  later  he  claimed 
that  this  condition  arose  when  a  factor — Vitamin  K — was 
absent  from  foodstuffs  fed  to  the  birds.  The  next  step  was  to 
prepare  Vitamin  K  either  in  pure  form  or  as  a  concentrated 
extract.  Several  sources  were  investigated  (dried  horse-chestnut 
leaves,  alfalfa,  and  putrefied  fish  meal)  but  it  was  found  that  the 
substance  prepared  from  alfalfa,  for  example,  differed  from  that 
from  fish  meal,  and  the  factors  were  named  Vitamins  K1  and 
K2  respectively.  The  work  has  only  been  completed  in  the  past 
few  months,  but  more  recently  still  it  has  been  demonstrated 
that  a  chemical  substance  2-methyl-i  :  4-naphthaquinone  pos- 
sesses similar  physiological  proper- 
ties to  Vitamin  K  and,  in  fact,  is  claimed 
to  have  as  much  as  four  times  the 
biological  activity  of  Vitamin  K1.  The 
structural  formula  is  shown  at  left. 
Before  considering  the  clinical  applica- 
tions of  Vitamin  K,  reference  must  be 
made  to  certain  features  concerned 
with  the  mechanism  of  blood-clotting. 
Obviously  it  is  essential  that  the  blood 
should  clot  fairly  speedily,  otherwise  a 
simple  cut  would  lead  to  death  through 
loss  of  blood.  Various  theories  as  to  how  the  blood -clots  have  been 
advanced,  but  it  is  now  generally  accepted  that  there  are  present

in  the  blood  platelets  (thrombocytes)  which,  when  tissue  injury 
occurs  and  blood  escapes,  liberate  an  enzyme  thrombo- 
kinase.  In  the  presence  of  calcium,  this  enzyme  reacts  with  the 
substance  prothrombin  to  yield  thrombin,  which  in  turn  functions 
with  the  fibrinogen  of  the  blood  to  give  fibrin  and  hence  the  blood- 
clot.  Thus  many  factors  are  in  part  responsible,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  value  of  Vitamin  K  administration  is  in  cases  in  which 
the  blood  is  deficient  in  prothrombin. 

Clinical  Applications 

Much  of  the  clinical  work  with  Vitamin  K  has  been  carried 
out  in  cases  of  obstructive  jaundice,  where  so  often,  following 
upon  surgical  intervention  to  remove  the  gall  stones,  a  sequel  is 
uncontrollable  bleeding  from  the  mucous  surfaces,  with  con- 
sequent hazard  to  the  patient's  life.  It  has  been  shown  that  the 
bleeding  in  this  condition  is  due  to  a  deficiency  of  prothrombin  in 
the  blood,  and  that  the  administration  of  Vitamin  K  reduces  the 
clotting  time  practically  to  within  normal  limits.  Vitamin  K  in 
haemorrhages  of  newly  born  babies  is  also  reported  to  be  of  value  ; 
it  may  be  given  either  by  the  mouth  or  by  injection.  Vitamin  K 
is  effective  when  given  by  the  oral  route,  but  to  facilitate 
absorption  bile  salts  must  be  given  simultaneously.  Whilst  the 
oral  route  may  usefully  be  employed  prophylactically,  in  an 
emergency,  when  relatively  speedy  clotting  is  required.  Vitamin 
K  must  be  given  intramuscularly.  The  response  is  usually 
observed  within  twenty-four  hours,  while  in  many  cases  a  much 
quicker  clotting  time  is  manifested.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  many  factors  are  concerned  in  the  physiological  process  of 
blood-clotting.  Calcium  therapy,  haemostatic  sera,  adrenalin 
gauze,  and  other  haemostatic  agents  each  have  their  respective 
spheres  of  usefulness,  but  it  is  in  the  specific  case  of  prothrombin 
deficiency  that  Vitamin  K  will  be  found  of  value.  When  Vitamin- 
K  therapy  is  employed  in  obstructive  jaundice,  the  dose  is  usually 
5-0  mgm.  to  io-o  mgm.  daily  for  two  or  three  days  prior  to  the 
operation,  and  in  doses  of  5-0  mgm.  for  two  or  three  days  after- 
wards. These  doses  of  2-methyl-i  :  4-naphthaquinone  are 
preferably  given  in  oily  solution  intramuscularly.

1  :  4-naphthaquinone.  This  year  vitamin  K  was  isolated 
from  natural  sources  and  was  found  to  exist  in  two  chemical 
forms ;    these  were  termed  vitamins  Kx  and  K2  respectively. 


Notes 

Several  compounds  of  analagous  chemical  constitution  have  been 
found  to  show  a  similar  physiological  activity.  The  greatest 
biological  effect  was  exhibited  by  a  relatively  simple  compound 
— 2-methyl-i  :  4-naphthaquinone.  Kapilon  appears  to  be  about 
four  times  as  potent  as  vitamin  K1  itself.  When  necessary,  the 
contents  of  an  ampoule  may  be  given  by  mouth. 

Phytoferol. — The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  Graham 
Street,  City  Road,  London,  N.i,  have  issued  a  booklet  in  which 
the  chemistry,  function,  mode  of  action  and  clinical  application 
of  vitamin  E  is  briefly  summarised,  with  special  reference  to  the 
B.D.H.  product,  Phytoferol.  This  preparation  is  available  for 
medicinal  use  in  capsules  each  containing  the  equivalent  of 
3  mgm.  of  synthetic  d/-cc-tocopherol.  Although  originally  pre- 
scribed for  the  treatment  of  sterility,  vitamin  E  has  proved 
more  valuable  for  the  prevention  of  abortion.  Laboratory  investi- 
gations have  indicated,  and  clinical  trial  has  confirmed  also,  to  a 
considerable  extent,  that  vitamin  E  is  likely  to  prove  of  value 
for  routine  administration  during  pregnancy  for  the  mitigation, 
or  even  elimination,  of  many  minor  symptoms  of  toxaemia. 
In  this  connexion  the  work  of  Barrie  in  the  laboratories  of  The 
British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  referred  to  on  pages  8  and  11  of  the 
booklet,  is  particularly  significant. 


Insurance  Act  Dispensing 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Blackburn. — The  question  whether  a  chemist  who,  through 
special  circumstances,  was  left  with  unsaleable  stocks  on  his 
hands  should  be  assisted  by  the  Insurance  Committee  was 
discussed  at  the  Committee's  meeting  on  November  15.  The 
Clerk  reported  that  a  pharmacist  on  the  Panel  had  been  requested 
by  a  medical  practitioner  some  time  ago.  to  obtain  supplies  of  a 
French  preparation  which  he  desired  for  immediate  treatment. 
As  he  did  not  wish  the  chemist  to  have  to  write  each  time  for  the 
preparation,  he  asked  that  it  should  be  kept  in  stock.  The 
pharmacist  agreed.  Now  the  doctor  had  left  the  district  and  the 
chemist  had  the  supplies  on  his  hands.  One  member  thought  the 
Committee  should  assist  the  chemist,  but  another  said  this  was  a 
private  arrangement  between  the  doctor  and  the  chemist  and 
outside  the  scope  of  the  Committee.  Mr.  W.  H.  Lightbown, 
M.P.S.,  said  the  chemist  was  penalised  through  no  fault  of  his 
own ;  if  the  Committee  could  be  of  any  assistance,  it  should. 
The  Committee  postponed  its  decision  on  the  question. 

Preston. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
recently  a  medical  member  complained  of  delays  of  three 
or  four  days  in  obtaining  drugs  on  the  list  of  those  which  chemists 
were  required  to  secure  with  reasonable  promptitude,  but  which 
some  chemists  did  not  stock  because  of  the  cost.  Mr.  W. 
Dickinson,  M.P.S.,  said  that  chemists  could  not  be  forced  to 
stock  such  drugs,  but  agreed  it  was  almost  a  necessity  for  them 
to  do  so  nowadays,  as  they  were  almost  in  general  use.  He  could 
not  conceive  of  many  chemists  being  without  them,  and  sug- 
gested that  patients  should  be  advised  to  try  more  than  one 
chemist  if  there  was  difficulty  in  obtaining  them.  Any  com- 
plaint brought  before  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  by  a 
doctor  would  be  dealt  with.  A  recommendation  of  the  emergency 
subcommittee  permitting  chemists'  shops  and  doctors'  surgeries 
to  close  at  7  p.m.  on  account  of  the  black-out  was  approved. 

Warwickshire. — A  further  decrease  in  the  cost  of  medicines 
per  insured  person  in  the  Insurance  Committee's  area  is  reported, 
although  the  cost  per  prescription  has  advanced  owing  to  a 
considerable  drop  in  frequency.  The  question  of  co-opting  new 
members  to  the  Committee  was  again  deferred.  Emergency 
arrangements  affecting  pharmacists  (sugar  for  pharmaceutical 
use,  supply  of  medicines  to  evacuated  children  on  N.H.I,  terms) 
were  agreed  to. 

SCOTLAND 

Aberdeen. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Burgh  Insurance  Committee 
on  November  20  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  pointing  out  that  the  earlier  closing  hours  agreed 
upon  as  a  war  emergency  measure  had  long  been  contemplated 
as  a  permanent  arrangement.  The  Insurance  Committee, 
however,  agreed  to  stand  by  its  previous  decision.

The  national  expenditure  for  the  financial  year  ending 
March  31  next  is  estimated  at  ^2,000  million,  of  which 
about  half  is  to  be  raised  by  taxation.  The  remaining 
^1,000  million,  or  ^"2,000  a  minute,  must  come  from  savings 
made  by  the  public.  The  Government  has  accordingly 
launched  a  war  finance  campaign  inviting  the  public  to 
purchase  National  Savings  Certificates  and  Defence  Bonds. 
This  is  an  appeal  both  to  loyalty  and  commonsense.  The 
purchase  price  of  the  certificates  is  15s.  and,  carrying  com- 
pound interest,  they  will  be  worth  17s.  6d.  at  the  end  of 
five  years  and  20s.  6d.  at  the  end  of  ten  years,  which  is 
equal  to  interest  of  ^3  3s.  5d.  per  cent,  per  annum  over  the 
ten  year  period.  The  certificates  are  not  subject  to  income 
tax.  The  Defence  Bonds  are  issued  in  denominations  of 
^5  and  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent,  (payable 
half-yearly),  with  income  tax  not  deducted  at  the  source. 
The  credit  behind  these  securities  is  the  credit  of  the 
nation.  Full  details  of  both  investments,  which  are  re- 
deemable at  short  notice,  are  available  at  post  offices, 
banks  or  from  any  National  Savings  Committee.  The 
certificates  and  bonds  will  be  on  sale  throughout  the  period 
of  the  war,  with  individual  holdings  limited  to  500 
Certificates  and  Bonds  to  the  value  of  ^1,000. 

The  success  of  this  campaign  to  maintain  our  present 
sound  financial  position  is  essential.  The  more  money  the 
State  is  able  to  obtain  for  war  finance  out  of  the  direct 
savings  of  the  people  of  the  country,  the  less  need  there 
will  be  to  make  increases  of  credit  and  issues  of  paper 
currency,  which,  in  due  course,  would  lead  to  "inflation," 
increases  in  cost  of  living,  and  disturbance  of  the  general 
business  and  economic  life  of  the  nation.  Such  dangerous 
conditions  can  and  must  be  avoided,  provided  everyone, 
whatever  their  capacity,  supports  the  Savings  Campaign 
to  the  utmost  of  their  ability.  It  should  be  realised  that 
savings  lent  to  the  State  are  not  withdrawn  from  activity. 
They  are  put  to  use  and  go  out  again  over  the  country, 
helping  to  promote  employment  in  manv  forms.  There  are 
good  reasons  for  saving  in  the  ordinary  circumstances  of 
our  national  life ;  when  the  nature  of  the  struggle  against 
a  powerful  and  ruthless  enemy  in  which  we  are  engaged  is 
considered,  the  need  becomes  nothing  less  than  imperative. 

In  common  with  the  Press  of  the  country  we  make  this 
earnest  appeal  to  our  readers  to  do  all  in  their  power  to 
make  sure  our  progress  towards  victory  is  neither  jeopardised 
nor  delayed.    In  line  with  trade  and  industry  generallv, 


manufacturers  and  merchants,  wholesale  distributors  and 
retailers  throughout  the  chemical  and  allied  trades  will 
doubtless  be  taking  up  blocks  of  certificates,  defence  bonds 
and  other  forms  of  war  loan.  In  addition,  and  equally  as 
important,  is  the  active  support  of  employees  of  all  grades. 
They  can  help  the  country  now  and  provide  a  personal  nest 
egg  when  the  war  is  over.  In  the  aggregate,  they  can  raise 
hundreds  of  millions  of  pounds  annually  through  the 
medium  of  Savings  Clubs  in  their  offices,  factories  or  works. 
Experience  has  shown  that  wage-earners  save  best  when 
given  facilities  for  putting  by  a  small  amount  every  week 
through  properly  organised  and  simply  working  schemes. 
Details  of  how  to  establish  a  National  Savings  Group  may 
be  obtained  from  the  National  Savings  Committee, 
Sanctuary  Buildings,  20  Great  Smith  Street,  Westminster, 
London,  S.W.i.  It  does  not  matter  whether  the  group 
consists  of  three,  three  hundred  or  three  thousand  members, 
or  whether  they  pay  in  weekly  sixpences  or  two  or  three 
shillings ;  it  is  these  small  savings  that,  in  the  aggregate, 
will  be  a  powerful  factor  in  the  nation's  finance  and  the 
successful  prosecution  of  the  war.  The  main  purpose  of  the 
nation  today  is  to  bring  the  war  with  Germany  to  a  quick 
and  successful  termination.  Finance  is  the  fourth  arm  of 
defence,  no  less  important  than  the  other  three,  and  if 
finance  fails,  then  the  prop  that  sustains  the  whole  of  our 
war  effort  will  collapse.  We  are  confident  that  the  Govern- 
ment's call  will  be  answered  in  no  uncertain  manner  by 
the  pharmaceutical,  chemical  and  allied  industries. 

Olive  Oil  Distribution 

A  scheme  for  the  controlled  distribution  of  olive  oil  has 
been  agreed  upon  between  the  importers  (who  have 
formed  themselves  into  "The  Olive  Oil  Association ") 
and  the  Ministry  of  Food.  The  quantity  of  oil  available  in 
the  country  is  limited,  and  fresh  imports  would  necessitate 
the  transfer  of  sterling  abroad.  For  this  reason,  distribution 
to  the  public  will,  for  the  time  being  at  least,  be  restricted 
to  wholesale  druggists,  manufacturing  chemists  and  retail 
pharmacists.  This  is  being  done  to  limit  consumption  to 
medicinal  and  pharmaceutical  purposes.  The  method  of 
control  will,  we  understand,  be  carried  out  on  the  following 
lines.  The  Ministry  of  Food  will  act  as  importers,  making 
their  purchases  from  offers  received  by  importers.  After 
adding  overhead  expenses  and  a  trading  profit,  the 
Ministry  will  sell  agreed  quantities  to  former  importers, 
who  will,  in  turn,  distribute  to  wholesale  druggists  and 
manufacturing  chemists.  The  Ministry  has  fixed  a  ba^3ic 
price  for  bulk  quantities  in  50-gallon  drums,  and  importers 
will  be  allowed  to  add  a  reasonable  amount  for  expenses 
when  re-selling.  Wholesale  and  manufacturing  chemists 
will  not  be  able  to  purchase  direct  from  the  Ministry. 

There  will  be  one  standard  quality  of  oil :  a  good  edible 
grade  of  1  per  cent,  acidity,  conforming  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  1932.  From  the  Ministry's  bulk  price  to 
importers,  oil  re-packed  in  gallon  tins  should  cost  about 
10s.  6d.  to  us.  6d.  per  gallon  of  9  lb.  There  is  at  present  no 
control  of  retail  prices.  The  question  of  bulk  allocations 
for  other  trades  will  be  decided  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Ministry.  Thus  if,  when  new-crop  olive  oil  becomes  avail- 
able, prices  are  at  a  reasonable  level  and  freight  presents 
no  marked  difficulties,  the  Ministry  intends  to  permit 
supplies  of  olive  oil  to  all  previous  purchasers  and  users.  In 
this  connexion,  an  allocation  is  to  be  granted  to  firms 
manufacturing  soaps  that  contain  olive  oil  in  conformity 
with  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  specification. 
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Rotenone-Bearing  Roots         Oils  and  Fats 


Increases  were  registered  in  arrivals  of  rotenone-bearing  roots 
during  recent  months  from  tropical  countries  to  the  United 
States  of  America.  The  important  features  of  the  trade  were 
substantial  increases  in  receipts  of  derris  root  from  British 
Malaya,  increased  deliveries  of  cube  root  from  Peru,  and  a  decline 
in  imports  of  timbo  root  from  Brazil.  Comparative  figures  for

Memorandum  on  Influenza 


A FURTHER  revised  edition  of  the  Memorandum  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  on  influenza  has  recently  been  issued 
to  local  authorities  and  in  it  the  present  views  on  the 
causes  of  and  preventive  measures  against  the  disease  are 
summarised  (Memo.  2/Med.  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  2d.). 
The  following  are  some  of  the  questions  dealt  with  in  the 
publication.  Since  the  pandemic  of  1918-19,  influenza  epidemics 
in  England  and  Wales  have  shown  a  decided  preference  for  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year.  In  the  fifty-two  quarters  from  mid-1920 
to  mid-1933,  the  deaths  assigned  to  influenza  in  England  and 
Wales  ranged  from  2,306  to  23,927  in  the  first  quarters,  but 
never  exceeded  4,015  in  the  second,  705  in  the  third,  and  2,362 
in  the  fourth.  Deaths  attributed  to  influenza  are  generally  due 
to  pulmonary  or  cardiac  complications,  and  not  to  influenza 
itself;  influenza,  if  uncomplicated,  produces  a  short,  sharp  illness 
from  which  recovery  is  usually  rapid.  In  severe  and  fatal  cases 
the  intervention  of  some  organism  has  usually  been  demon- 
strated. This  invasion  has  doubtless  been  facilitated  by  a 
lowering  of  resistance  produced  by  the  influenza  virus.  The 
occurrence  of  pneumonia,  or  other  respiratory  disease,  is  one  of 
the  commonest  effects  of  such  an  invasion,  particularly  in  the 
autumn  and  in  the  spring.  On  an  average,  respiratory  com- 
plications are  recorded  in  70  per  cent,  of  fatal  illnesses  classified 
as  influenza.  One  of  the  chief  difficulties  in  accepting  Pfeiffer's 
bacillus  as  the  essential  causal  factor  in  influenza  was  the  absence 
of  this  organism  from  a  large  proportion  of  patients  in  the 
summer  outbreak  of  1918.  This  observation  supported  the  view 
that  the  bacilli,  when  present,  were,  like  pneumococci  and 
streptococci,  secondary  invaders  in  a  disease  primarily  caused 
by  an  unknown  virus.  That  different  serological  races  of  the 
virus  do  exist  is  indicated  by  the  results  of  neutralisation  tests 
with  antiserums  prepared  from  strains  obtained  from  human 
patients.  After  outlining  the  means  by  which  influenzal  infection 


takes  place  the  Memorandum  states  that  the  available  evidence 
favours  the  belief  that  the  period  of  incubation  is  about  forty- 
eight  hours  or  even  somewhat  less.  There  is  also  evidence  that 
an  attack  of  influenza  may,  for  a  few  months  at  least,  confer 
some  degree  of  immunity  against  a  second  attack. 

Personal  Protection 

Gargling  has  been  recommended  as  a  preventive  measure, 
though  its  importance  should  not  be  overrated.  It  may  be 
employed  with  advantage  after  exposure  to  infection  in  a  crowd 
or  close  contact  with  an  infected  person.  Various  antiseptics 
have  been  suggested,  and  a  simple  and  agreeable  gargle  is 
made  by  adding  a  tablespoonful  of  compound  glycerin  of  thymol 
to  a  tumbler  of  warm  water  or  by  adding  sufficient  permanganate 
of  potash  to  give  the  water  a  pink  colour  (1  part  of  permanganate 
in  5,000).  The  public  are  not  advised  to  make  use  of  face  masks. 
The  inoculation  of  human  beings  with  an  inactivated  preparation 
of  the  virus  that  is  believed  to  be  the  cause  of  influenza  has 
been  attempted  and  is  in  the  experimental  stage.  Whatever  may 
be  the  view  with  regard  to  the  aetiological  significance  of  the 
bacillus  of  Pfeiffer  there  is  no  question  as  to  its  almost  constant 
association  with  influenza  and  of  its  being  an  important  factor 
in  the  production  of  fatal  sequelae.  Of  the  other  secondary 
invaders,  pneumococci  and  haemolytic  streptococci  are  the 
most  important.  Such  direct  evidence  as  the  Ministry  has  been 
able  to  obtain  of  the  prophylactic  value  of  vaccines  made  from 
killed  emulsions  of  these  organisms  is  not  favourable  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  there  is  the  testimony  of  a  number  of  competent 
observers  which  seems  to  show  that  such  vaccines  may  be  of 
service  in  certain  cases  in  diminishing  the  severity  of  the  attack 
and  in  warding  off  or  minimising  the  gravity  of  complications. 
With  regard  to  the  protection  afforded  by  drugs,  none  has  proved 
to  have  any  specific  influence  as  a  preventive  of  influenza. 
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Where  possible  scales  of  prices  of  chemicals  are  given  for  bulk  down  to  small  quantities.  Prices  recorded  for  crude  drugs,  essential  and 
fixed  oils  and  coal  tar  products  are  for  fair  sized  wholesale  quantities.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs,  essential  and  fixed  oils,  etc.,  vary, 
and  selected  brands  or  grades  would  be  at  higher  values.    Notices  of  changed  prices  should  continue  to  be  sent  to  28  Essex  Street, 
London,  W.C.2,  until  further  notice.   Late  prices  are  given  in  the  Coloured  Supplement

Conditions  in  all  markets  continue  generally  firm,  and  there  has  been 
a  fair  volume  of  business  transacted  during  the  week.  Re-export 
business  in  a  number  of  products  to  near  Continental  countries  has 
been  on  the  increase,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  learn  that  the  necessary 
shipment  permits  are  now  being  granted  without  undue  delay.  A 
feature  that  is  bound  to  affect  all  imported  goods  is  a  substantial 
increase  in  marine  war  risks  insurance  rates  on  practically  all  routes. 
The  increase  has  in  some  instances  been  as  much  as  40  per  cent. ;  the 
movement  will,  of  course,  affect  the  landed  cost  of  goods.  Demand 
in  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  markets  has  been  well  up  to  the 
average  of  recent  weeks,  and  supplies  of  a  number  of  products  are  by 
no  means  ample.  Makers  notify  increases  in  their  scales  of  prices  for 
Aspirin,  powder  and  tablets.  The  advances  in  Metol  and  Hydro- 
quinone  noted  last  week  are  firmly  maintained.  Makers'  prices  for 
Emetine  hydrochloride  show  no  further  advance  from  that  recorded 
last  week,  but  the  price  of  the  raw  material  has  increased  substantially. 
Former  cheap  sellers  of  Continental  Phenylethylbarbituric  acid 
appear  to  have  sold  all  available  supplies  to  come  forward,  and  any 
material  available  in  London  is  at  high  prices. 

Crude  Drugs 

The  demand  continues  over  a  wide  range  of  commodities  and  the 
tone  throughout  is  exceptionally  strong,  principally  on  account  of 
the  shortage  of  stocks,  coupled  with  difficulty  in  negotiating  shipment 
business  for  fresh  supplies.  Following  the  sinking  last  week  of  the 
Japanese  ship,  "Terukuni  Maru,"  there  was  a  run  in  the  London 
market  on  Agar,  Camphor,  Menthol,  etc.,  and  prices  increased 
sharply,  all  stocks  being  practically  cleared.  The  position,  however,  is 
by  no  means  acute,  as  fair  quantities  of  these  products  are  on  their 
way  in  boats  due  to  arrive  during  the  next  few  weeks.  The  market  is 
bare  of  supplies  of  Curacao  Aloes,  and  there  are  no  shipment  offers. 
Buchu  has  been  in  less  demand,  and  prices  are  fully  steady.  Japanese 
Camphor  is  being  quoted  only  to  arrive ;  the  shipment  market  is  firm 
and  tends  dearer.  Fair  business  continues  on  spot  in  Cascara  sagrada. 
Bergen  reports  firm  conditions  in  the  shipment  market  for  Norwegian 
Cod  liver  oil.  The  position  of  Ergot  seems  to  be  acute.  There  is 
practically  nothing  available  here,  and  Portuguese  shippers  are 
persistently  increasing  their  quotations.  It  is  difficult  to  locate  supplies 
of  good  test  Matto  Grosso  Ipecacuanha  on  spot,  and  on  this  account 
prices  for  this  description  are  nominal.  Japanese  Menthol  has 
advanced  sharply,  and  the  shipment  market  is  also  firm ;  Chinese  is 
still  offering  at  comparatively  cheap  prices  for  shipment. 

Essential  Oils 

Trade  in  these  products  has  been  fairly  good,  but  is  in  many  instances 
restricted  by  the  limited  quantities  of  oil  now  available  in  London. 
Anise  (star)  is  quoted  dearer  for  shipment.  First-hand  importers 
state  that  they  are  still  awaiting  shipment  offers  for  new  crop  Bergamot. 
Java  and  Ceylon  Citronella  are  dearer,  spot  and  forward.  Prices  for 
all  descriptions  of  Clove  are  firm.  The  purchase  price  of  Australian 
Eucalyptus  on  spot  is  a  matter  for  negotiation  ;  only  distant  positions 
are  offered  in  the  shipment  market,  and  these  at  increased  prices.  The 
Grasse  prices  for  Lavender  and  Lavandin  continue  to  advance,  and 
it  is  reported  that  practically  all  stocks  have  now  been  sold.  No 
definite  news  of  new-crop  Sicilian  Lemon  is  forthcoming;  there  are  one 
or  two  offers,  but  these  appear  to  be  speculative.  The  control  of  Olive 
is  dealt  with  in  our  editorial  columns.

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Scottish  Insurance  Dispensing  Terms 

Sir, — The  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee's  recommenda- 
tion that  Scottish  chemists  should  carry  on  Panel  dispensing 
at  the  present  rates  until  the  cessation  of  hostilities  is  being  most 
unfavourably  received  by  Scottish  chemists.  Overhead  expenses 
are  increasing,  wages,  owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  living,  are 
bound  to  rise,  yet  in  spite  of  these  increasing  costs  chemists  are 
asked  to  carry  on  at  terms  which  in  peace  time  were  admittedly 
inadequate  and  under  war  conditions  are  much  more  inadequate. 
No  business  can  carry  on  under  these  circumstances  for  an 
indefinite  period  without  inviting  bankruptcy.  Chemists'  working 
conditions  under  the  Panel  scheme  are  a  disgrace  and  for  patriotic 
reasons  this  Standing  Committee  should  have  strained  every 
effort  to  repair  this  defect  in  the  national  defences.  Regarding 
loyalty,  many  chemists  will  think  of  the  reward  for  their  loyalty 
from  1914-18.  The  fee  fixed  in  1919  was  sixpence,  very  soon 
reduced  to  fivepence.  Years  of  intensive  propaganda  among 
Panel  doctors  followed,  with  the  sole  object  of  reducing  the 
number  of  prescriptions  which  resulted  in  the  48,  96,  and  128 
dose  prescription  and  cases  of  480  doses  dispensed  for  a  five- 
penny  fee  are  not  unknown.  At  the  time  of  the  1919  agreement 
it  was  understood  by  both  parties,  if  not  definitely  stated  in 
the  agreement,  that  the  traditional  Scottish  method  of  prescribing 
i.e.,  twenty- four  dose  prescriptions,  would  be  maintained.  What 
a  worthy  reward  of  loyalty  ! — Yours  faithfully,

British  Pharmaceutical  Goods  in  France 

Sir, — Soon  after  hostilities  commenced  French  legislation 
made  it  necessary  for  importers  to  apply  for  special  licences  for 
goods  which  they  required  from  foreign  countries — Great  Britain 
included.  Foreseeing  the  delay,  difficulties  and  inconveniences 
which  would  no  doubt  arise  and  in  doing  so  retard  business  both 
to  exporters  in  England  and  to  importers  in  France,  I  immedi- 
ately approached  competent  authorities  here,  stressing  very 
firmly  the  necessity  that  licences  should  be  accorded  without 
hesitation  for  United  Kingdom  pharmaceutical  products,  patent 
medicines  and  drugs  entering  France.  These  proposals,  I  am 
pleased  to  say,  received  due  consideration  and  I  understand  that 
French  importers  and  chemists  who  applied  for  licences  have 
received  prompt  attention  to  their  requirements.  To  avoid 
undue  delays  the  French  importer  should  apply  for  a  licence  at 
the  time  of  ordering  :  This,  however,  can  only  be  done  when  both 
cost  and  weight  are  known.  To  assist  the  purchaser  it  is  prefer- 
able for  British  firms,  as  soon  as  the  order  is  received,  to  reply 
immediately  giving  approximate  cost  and  weight  of  goods 
ordered.  Thus,  licences  are  passing  through  the  various  govern- 
ment departments  whilst  goods  are  in  transit  and  by  the  time  they 
arrive  on  French  territory  the  licence  is  usually  to  hand.  It  will, 
I  believe,  interest  British  exporters  of  these  goods  to  know  that 
this  particular  class  is  now  entering  France  with  the  minimum 
amount  of  difficulty.  The  present  satisfactory  results  are  largely 
due  to  the  very  close  co-operation  and  understanding  at  the 
outset  between  French  pharmaceutical  authorities,  the  British 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Groupement  d' Importation  de  la 
Droguerie  Francaise  who  receive  demand  forms,  and  many 
willing  helpers.  With  regard  to  other  British  products  sold  by 
chemists  in  France,  such  as  toilet  requisites,  I  believe  that  some 
difficulties  have  still  to  be  overcome  before  complete  satisfaction 
can  be  given  to  all  would-be  importers.  Should  any  of  your 
readers  meet,  or  have  met,  with  any  inconveniences  or  diffi- 
culties on  this  side  regarding  the  refusals  of  licences,  I  shall  be 
obliged  if  they  will  communicate  with  me,  when  I  shall  be  pleased 
to  be  of  any  assistance. — Yours  faithfully,

The  Price  of  Protection 

Sir, — It  is  not  quite  clear  to  me  what  your  correspondent, 
Mr.  W.  A.  Atkinson,  takes  exception  to  in  his  letter  in  the 
C.  d>-  D.,  November  25,  p.  501.  Does  he  object  to  the  price 
protection  of  photographic  goods,  or  does  he  object  to  paying 
1  os.  per  annum  for  protection  of  his  photographic  trade?  If  the 
former,  it  is  the  manufacturers  who  are  responsible  ;  if  the  latter, 
I  cannot  believe  that  any  other  dealer  will  support  his  view  that 
10s.  is  too  large  a  sum  to  pay  to  keep  the  photographic  trade  in 
legitimate  hands.    Any  dealer  who  remembers  the  chaotic 


condition  of  the  trade  before  the  advent  of  the  Photographic 
Dealers'  Association  will  agree  with  me,  there  is  no  other  trade 
association  gives  so  much  in  return  for  so  little !  During  many 
visits  to  branches  all  over  the  country,  I  have  never  heard  it 
suggested  that  the  subscription  was  too  large  ;  on  the  contrary, 
I  have  frequently  been  asked  why  the  National  Council  did  not 
increase  the  annual  subscription  to  enable  it  to  give  still  further 
similar  benefits.  Now,  throughout  the  difficult  times  ahead,  it 
is  more  than  ever  necessary  we  should  keep  our  trade  organisa- 
tion going ;  unless  the  P.D.A.  is  continuing  to  function  when 
normal  times  return,  we  shall  find  the  business  drifting  into  the 
hands  of  undesirable  people  who  are  not  qualified  to  handle  it, 
to  the  detriment  of  manufacturers  and  dealers  alike.  Has  Mr. 
Atkinson  overlooked  the  part  played  by  the  P.D.A. — in  con- 
junction with  the  manufacturers — in  obtaining  the  abandonment 
of  the  film  tax  ? — Yours  faithfully,

Vocationalism  in  Pharmacy 

Sir, — Are  we  to  understand  that  the  word  "vocationalism" 
(C.  &■  D.,  November  25,  p.  484)  is  the  modern  term  for  the  older 
proposition  of  one  man,  one  job?  Because  if  so,  there  would  be 
some  extremely  intricate  problems  to  solve  if  vocationalism 
were  applied  practically  and  compulsorily.  The  discussion  on 
this  matter  at  the  Council  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  was  directed  naturally  to  its  application  to  the 
chemist's  business,  and  some  of  the  same  arguments  were  used 
as  those  which  have  been  put  forward  when  discussing  the 
slogan  of  "Pharmacy  for  the  pharmacist,"  in  fact  one  might 
say  that  this  slogan  represents  a  specific  example  of  vocation- 
alism. The  position  of  the  chemist  with  regard  to  his  photo- 
graphic trade  under  such  a  scheme  was  mentioned  ;  although 
chemists  were  the  first  to  introduce  photography  as  an  amateur 
pastime  to  the  general  public,  and  further  the  chemist  with  his 
special  training  and  qualification  is  obviously  the  person  whose 
vocation  it  should  be  to  deal  in  the  chemicals  required,  yet,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  their  primary  occupation  is  portrait  photo- 
graphy, professional  photographers,  using  the  name  in  reference 
to  those  with  retail  shops,  earn  their  living  by  means  of  photo- 
graphic materials  and  processes,  so  that  it  could  not  be  argued 
that  the  sale  of  materials  or  the  processing  of  amateur  work 
was  outside  their  vocation.  When  it  comes  to  discussing,  the 
position  of  the  large  departmental  stores  we  are  faced  with  a 
difficulty.  It  is  evident  that  the  owner,  if  an  individual,  or  the 
partners  or  shareholders,  could  not  claim  that  every  department 
came  under  his  or  her  vocation,  but  it  would  be  possible  to  claim 
that  each  department  had  a  separate  manager  who  had  special- 
ised in  the  business  of  that  department,  and  therefore  vocation- 
alism was  being  truly  carried  out.  In  all  probability  it  is  too 
late  in  the  day  for  the  theory  to  be  put  into  practice  effectively, 
the  retail  distribution  of  goods  has  become  generalised  and  there 
are  too  many  vested  interests  involved,  but  there  should  be 
some  control  over  a  system,  or  rather  want  of  a  system,  which 
allows  any  trader  in  the  street  to  take  up  the  sale  of  lines  apper- 
taining to  another  calling. — Yours  faithfully,

The  Decadence  of  Lac-Dye 

About  thirty-five  years  ago — at  the  time  of  the  Indian  Mutiny 
— its  value  rose  to  about  3s.  or  3s.  6d.  per  lb.  for  the  best  brands 
of  European  manufacture,  and  even  for  several  years  subse- 
quently its  average  price  was  about  double  that  of  the  best 
shellac.  Lac-dye,  in  fact,  was  then  the  principal  article  of  output 
of  what  are  now  the  shellac  factories,  and  the  latter  article  was 
looked  upon  as  quite  a  small  article  of  manufacture.  The  lac-dyes 
made  at  the  factories  owned  by  Europeans — notably  the  brands 
"D.T. "  and  "B.  Mirzapore" — bore  about  the  same  relative 
value  to  the  "native"  lac-dyes  as  do  the  finest  brands  of  orange 
shellac  to  the  common  native  lacs  of  the  present  day.  At  that 
time  lac-dye  filled  the  place  of  a  cheap  substitute  for  cochineal.
